SPANISH CLASS 

IS LARGE AT TEXAS 




Constitutes One-Eighth of the 
Student Body 



• freshman Spanish class of the 
University of Texas Is larger than in 
any college In tho UnltedS tates. ac- 
cording to Prof. Guillermo Hall. There 
are now enrolled Jn Spanish A. 260 stu- 
Jdents, which is one-third of the frosh- 
!man class and constitutes one-eighth 
of the whole student body. In addition 
tto this number, of first-year students, 
Prof. Prokrosch, head of the school of 
'German, arid- Mrs. Woodbrldge, wife of 
the new French Instructor, arc attend- 
ing Spanish A classes. 
! "This record enrollment Is very log- 
ilcal on account of the history and geo- 
graphical location of Texas," says Prof. 
I Hall. "In Spanish, more than any oth- 
er language, there Is a demand for 
'practical use in this State. In order 
'to Insure this practical efflcency, one 
,hOUr a week In a "practice section," de 
voted to conversation, will he required 
jof each first-year student. These soe- 
jtlon* -will be In addition to the regular 
three hours of class work," 

Last year an experiment was made 
■with "laboratory sections" in Spanish, 
'but this Inovation has been dropped 
hecause the force of Instructors is In- 
adequate to handle all the class in this 
manner. 

iking in regard to the new "prac- 
•on" In Spanish A, Prof. Hall 
t lie is a "crank" about the 
"conversational method" of teaching 
languages, aat least wherce practical 
use Is required. He maintains that 
. since tho ear Is the organ used, It Is 
'the organ to train. It is necessary to 
'cultivate ear memory. Almost the on- 
'tlre criticism of the school system is 
directed to this defect. Students are 
not able to repeat a short sentence 
;Wtthout glancing at their notes. Stud- 
'ents are unable to spell correctly wlth- 
'out writing the word clown "to sep what 
; lt looks like." Only the pye Is trained. 
As the result, everything goes in at the 
eye and comes out at the pencil point. 
The advantage of ear memory is shown 
by tho fact that the blind boys In 
Spanish are among the best students. 

Prof. Proltosch, of the school of Ger- 
man, prefers the phrase "direct meth- 
od" to "conversational method." Ho 
nays that in his classes he speaks Ger- 
man almost exclusively, but that ho 
/ follows the "grammar method" or 
teaching grammar as the points arise 
In conversation. 



The fifteenth annual conference of 
American universities is to be held nt 
the University of Illinois, Nov. li and 
7. It is expected that the Carheglo

'In every case, those experiments eon- 
firmed Darwin's theory that primitive 
man, our simio-litimnti ancestor, was a 
quadruped. According to Hell, little 
by little the change from quadruped 
to biped was effected, until Heady 
the hand was developed, which, gtlidod 
by ihe intelligence, gave to man his 
universal domination. But in tho 
process of evolution, have the situa- 
tion and function of tho stomach 
adapted themselves sufficiently or 
insufficiently to the changed condi- 
tions? To ascertain this, radiogra- 
phia and cholnical experiments were 
brought into play, nnd what I sus-

"Sir Thomas Parkyns. In a treat- 
ise on wrestling published In 1741. 
made reference to prove the antiquity 
of the sport, to tho story In Genesis 
of Jacob's wrestling with the angel- 
The sport was Introduced Into (ireece 
from Fgypt about 708 B.C., and nt 
once became a. feature of the Olympic. 
Isthmian and other game*. The earl- 
iest records of wrestling In Japan— a 
country noted for its perfection In this 
art. are dated ubout 28 B.C. Germany 
has long Known it and In Ureal Bri- 
tain It has bad centuries of popularity. 

At many lending universities ihero 
arc officially recognized wrestling clubs 
Which seem to be gaining In popularity 
not only among those who rind ordin- 
ary gymnasium work Irksome, but even 
among men prominent in other bran- 
ches of athletics. 

Wrestling Is, In some respects, pe- 
culiarly adapted to the needs of the 
busy undergraduate. If the primary 
motive of college athletics Is, as It 
should he, to attain and retain a high 
Mnndard of physical fitness and vigor, 
tn»n wrestling well deserves Its grow- 
ing favor, ft Is training in tabloid 
form. It gives big returns for the time 
spont, and i.i a boon, to the man who 
by reason of full days is debarred from 
track and field work. 

Wrestling Isa splendid strength gen- 
erator and all-round developer, and 
though, like other things worth know- 
ing, the art Is long to learn, yet even 
the tyro acquires a degree of' profici- 
ency i hat lends keen /.est to the game. 

"It may not be so 'gentle an art' as 
tenting, nor so spectac ular n* boxing, 
but knowledge of the game has often 
proved 'In a corner' more available 
than the one, nnd more adequate than 
the other."

Than Can be Ac- 
commodated 



The current Issue of The Varsity 
saystf-Year after year the trl-color 
team from Kingston makes the round 
of the Intercollegiate Union and year 
after year they occupy the botoni po- 
sition at the 'end of the season. So 
seldom has victory crowned their ef- 
forts that Ihe Kingston students and 
the Rugby world at large have come 
to look upon their defent as a matter 
of course. Undaunted they keep play- 
ing the game manfully and fairly and 
accepting their defeats without bitter- 
ness or excuse. 

Why does Queen's fall so utterly 
to register a win'.' Chiefly because lit- 
tle Interest Is taken in the team by 
students, professors or townspeople. 
The faculty frown on the players and 
refuse them the special privileges a 
good team must have. The students 
and townspeople greet every fresh de- 
feat 'with a fresh knock: but. worst 
of all. the three classes refuse suffici- 
ent financial support, Kingston Is a 
very small city and Queen's a very 
small college dhi' enrolment of men 
students being only about 1,600). The 
ardent and undivided support or all 

the students and townspeople is neces- 
sary to finance the team, but such 
support Is not forthcoming, especially 
since the advent of U. M. C Into sen- 
ior company to divide Kingston's In- 
terests. For that reason the Rugby 
tlub Is lamentably poor; It cannot af- 
ford to bring back Hie players belore 
Hie term opens IIS do the other col- 
leges; it cannot afford good equip- 
ment: it cannot even spare tlie money 
to send sufficient substitutes with thu 
team Queen's bad only two spares at 
McGlll. and n few more at Toronto. 
Varsity could afford to send 2.. layers 
to Kingston, but Queen's nt Mel. Ill 
had to send In a man who had been 
taken out earlier in the game. 

In spite of lack of support, moral and 
financial, those Interested In the game 
are out to practice every evening about 
five— they are not allowed dispensa- 
tion from lectures so can't get away 
earlier- practice until dark, work hard 
and faithfully, play one of the cleanest 
games In the Union, and never win. 
The team Is organized and run on 
about Hie same basis as one of our 
Mulock Cup teams, but still the men 
'who love Rugby and the honor of 
their university continue playing the 
game to the best of their ability. In 
the truest sense of the word the 
Queen's players are good sportsmen.

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THE STORY OF A PAGE 



The Story of a Page, by John L. Heaton, giving an ac- 
count of the history and policy of the New York World, both be- 
fore and after its purchase by Joseph Pulitzer, has recently ar- 
rived at this office. The book, besides being of historical value, 
l»y reason of its discussion of the great public issues of modern 
times, is of great interest to journalists and those who follow the 
careers of the important figures in the newspaper world. 

Joseph Pulitzer, by improving the tone of the New York World 
and by making it stand for the highest principles of independent 
reform and progressive demorcracy, made a radical departure in 
the field of newspaper work, a departure which has since been fol- 
lowed by the best papers on the continent. No other man ever did 
more for the improvement of American journalism than Pulitzer. 
Not only did he begin a movement which has resulted in a marked 
improvement in the tone and ideals of the modern newspaper, but 
by leaving a large sum of money for the foundation of a school of 
journalism in New York City, has taken a step, the results of 
which will be felt in years to come. Undoubtedly this grand fig- 
ure will in future be considered the father of modern journalism. 

Mr. Heaton, his biographer, says: "Born in Hungary in 
1847, Joseph Pulitzer had come to America in 1 864, and at sev- 
enteen had enlisted in the First New York Cavalry. He served 
eight months — to the end of the war. At twenty-one he was a 
reporter on the St. Louis Westliche Post, under Carl Schurz, at 

• 

twenty-two a member of the Missouri Legislature ; at twenty-five a 
member and the secretary of the Cincinnati Liberal Republican 
Convention, which nominated Horace Greely for President; at 
twenty-seven a member of the Missouri Constitutional Convention ; 
at thirty-three, the founder of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

"This feat was the baptism of his blade. It drew to him 
the attention of newspaper men throughout the country, and gain- 
ed thus early their confidence and the expectation of high achieve- 
ment. It was a success accomplished without adequate re- 
sources, yet without faltering in his determination lo follow the rule 
of absolute independence — an almost bankrupting independence, 
that took him within three hundred dollars of his total cash re- 
sources before he succeeded in establishing, upon the same lines 
that he later followed with the World, a newspaper that has 
■ince wielded an immense power in the Middle West. 

"There was not a conservative hair upon Mr. Pulitzer's head 
or a conservative ounce of blood within his body. He was a born 
independent. But where Carl Schurz and others with whom he 
had taken part in the Liberal Republican movement looked back 
with longing to the Republican party, as in imagination they could 
<*ee it 'builded closer to their hearts' desire,' Mr. Pulitzer had ceased 
to expect political reforms at its hands. He was an independent; 
the logic of the situation and his own instinct for opposition made 
him an independent Democrat." r 

Referring to the change in policy of the World when taken 
over by Mr. Pulitzer, Mr. Heaton goes on to say: "Never, in- 
deed was transformation more radical. He was naturally obliged 
to work with the news staff that Mr. Hurlbert had collected, 
though he began at once to make additions from the local field, en- 
listing many clever writers. But the change in tone was instantly 
perceptible. An experienced man scanning the first page of the 
World for May 10 and May 1 1 could see at a glance that in the 
interim a master had come. More interest, more heart and thought 
appeared throughout. » 

"But the greatest change was in the editorial page. Men 
about town who had read Hurlbert's beautifully written but cyn- 
ical articles, rubbed their eyes in amazement. Many such men 
promptly dropped the paper; Mr. Pulitzer did not share the fears 
then common with newspaper men undertaking such tasks of re- 
organization, lest they should lose old readers before gaining new 
ones. Ueserters were more than made good by men in sympathy 
with the new editor's aims. 

'His was the journalism of influence, of advocacy, of direc- 
tion. He recognized in public opinion the power in modern gov- 
ernment, the builder of modern civilization. It was his ambition to 
voice public opinion. It was his duty as he saw it, to inform pub- 
lic opinion, to oppose public opinio and even patriotic impulse, 
when he saw it to be in the wrong. To this duty he gave his con- 
stant thought with a singleness of purpose intensified by infirmity. 

"An examination of the editorial page of The World for 
thirty years is a study of a stirring epoch. 1 he public advocacy of 
the World has in many ways affected American history. At some 
points it has made history." n 

Joseph Pulitzer is now dead. He has left behind him ideals 
which, if followed, would make the American newspaper second 
to none in any part of the world." . • t . ' • . , , . ,

SURPRISING FINDS 
MADE IN TASMANIA 

Curious Glassy Rock Fragments 
Astonish Geological 
World 



Considerable Interest is being ar- 
oused In the natural scientific world 
By the curious glassy rne|< fragments 
which have been discovered around 
Ml. Darwin and Mt. Sorrel I on tin- 
west coast or Tasmania. 

Loftus Hills, assistant government 
geologist, in investigating the geology 
of Mt. Darwin, found these fragments 
occur In considerable i|tiantlty on thé 
eastern slope of the mountain, and 
they are also to lie found a! the head 
of Klannagans Creek, .between Mts 
Darwin and Sorrell. 

The fragments are vnrv high In sili- 
ca, carrying up to sr. per cent, and 
they are full of small bubbles or ves- 
icles. Some pieces are semi-transpar- 
ent, while others are of a dark green 
hue. In external appearance they re- 
semble closely n piece of bottle 'glass 
which bus been fused In an open fire. 
! but their inodo of occurrence and 
minute structure renders this expla- 
nation Impossible. 

W. II. Twolvetrees, the government 
geologist, has taken steps to Investig- 
ate their nature very thoroughly, and 
Specimens have been sent to the chief 
natural scientists, who are Interested 
In this branch of petrology, hoth in 
Germany and America, 

The occurrence promises to he al- 
most unique and to ho classed with 
that of the so-called obsidian bombs, 
the presence of which in the alluvial 
of Australia and other parts of the 
world still remains one of the myste- 
ries unsolved by natural science.
